Birds Which Pay 


Way in the County 


The state department of conserva- 
tion has prepared a series of sixteen 
articles on insectivorous birds which 
combat voracious insect pests that !tn- 
nually collect a tax of many thousands 
of dollars by destroying fruit and cereal 
crops. These articles-are written for tlko 
benefit of Hoosiers so that these friends 
of the farmers may be protected -and 
allowed tp carry on'their valuable work. 


The indigo bunting is eommonly 


called the ^'indigo frard':. and some- 
times the "blue canary". It is about 
live inches long and 'has a wing ex- 
tent of about seven inches. The male 
and tfemale are quite unlike in ap> 
pearariee. The general color of tilic 
adult uiale, as his name imlii.-ate.-, is 
an iiidigo .or cerulean blue, changing 
to a blueish green in certain expos- 
ures to the light. Th3 adult female 
i.s smaller than tOie male and of an 
:olive color above, -sometimes tinged 
with a greenish-gray on the rump 
and upper tail coverts: beneath dull 
whit(ii;h, more or less 
washed
